Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 57-76 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. A thorough 
search of the prior art fails to disclose any reference or references, which, taken alone 
or in combination, teach or suggest, in combination with the other limitations: a gaming 
machine comprising a master gaming controller, a first game server, a concentrator, 
and a translator, wherein the concentrator generates a combined second portion of data 
and the translator communicates with a first and second plurality of gaming machines 
with respective different communication protocols.
